Dr. Allen D. Albert, world traveler 


and international 
lecturer,

afternoon opened a series of addresses 
on international questions as a part 
of the Rotary program arranged for 
the high school students of southwest 
Arkansas. He spoke at a joint civic 
club meeting Friday night. 


This was the second appearance of 


Dr. Albert at the local high school, and 
ills reception by the students was en- 
thusiastic. 


He took up various European na- 


tions, discussing their characteristics, 
theit' attitude 
toward government, 


and their relations with each other. 
He dwelt at great length upon the 
traits of the Czechs, mentioning the 
love of the beautiful in country and 
people. 


Upon being asked if the "Czechs had 


recognized fully Germany as its fath- 
erland," his reply was in the affirma- 
tive, though they feel as was stated 
at 
the 
Munich 
conference, 
that 


"Czechoslovakia paid the' price for 
peace in Europe." He compared Hitler 
witli Napoleon, saying that they were 
both "destructive and immoral," but 
he did not prophesy the fate of Hitler. 
He called attention to the fact that 
the young students in America today 
should be truly thankful for the priv- 
ilege of living in a country where 
"freedom of speech was unbridled and 
almost a license," that their "citizen- 
ship in America is a cape of opportun- 
ity." Dr. Albert's speech to the stu- 
dents of southwest Arkansas was rec- 
ognized as one of the best that has 
ever been heard in this section.

The final years of his life he 
received $380 n year or n total of $3600 
to be added to the figure of $51,93C for 
n total of $55,536. The account was 
closed when $100 funeral expenses 
were paid a.nd Hypo laid away in his 
grave at the age of 75.

Community Farm Bureau organiza- 


tions through cooperation with Dr. 
H. D. Linker, . the veterinarian, has 
arranged for treatment of horses and 
mules for bots and small roundworms 
at very small cost to farmers, 


M. W. Muldrow, extension animal 


husbandman informs that the injur- 
ious effect of bots, stomach worms, 
and large intestinal roundworms of 
horses has long been recognized. In 
fostation by these parasites causes re- 
tarded growth Ih colts, and impairs the 
health of adult horses. Some of the 
outstanding signs of infestation in 
clots are general unthriftiness, rough 
hair coat, and paleness of membranes 
of mouth and eyes. Older horses ex- 
hibit unthriftiness nad lower vitality 
at work; they tire easily and are sub- 
ject to frequent illness from colic. The 
appetite of horses infested with par- 
asites usually remains good. The ap- 
petite''has to be good to norish thous- 
ands of parasites-in a horse. 


At community farm organization 


meetings that have just been con- 
ducted over the county farmers have 
praised the treatment made last year 
for the Control of bots and round- 
worms. A specimen of a section of a 
horse's stomach showing bots attached 
has been exhibited at all farm meet- 
ings and 4-H club meetings by the ex- 
tension agent. 


The material used in treating 'ani- 


mals fo rbots is carbon disulphide 
which is a volatile, inflammable liquid 
that must be administered by a com- 
petent veterinarian. All animals treat- 
ed should not have received feed or 
water for at least 18 hours before and 
three^hours after treatment if the best 
results are to be had. The treatment 
is open to anyone who desires to have 
his animals treated and who will pay 
the small fee to the veterinarian who 
has kindly consented to do the work. 


Schedule of places where the vet- 


erinarian win be are as follows and 
farmers may bring their animals to 
the most convenient place. It is also 
probably possible to arrange other 
meetings if the demand justifies it. All 
morning meetings are started at 9 
o'clock and end at 12; while afternoon 
meetings are started at 1 and run for 
two hours.
